School  in  Raleigh ;  studied  for  a  year  at  Peabody 
College;  left  Peabody  and  went  to  teach  in  the 
mountains  of  Eastern  Tennessee,  40  miles  from  a 
railroad;  following  the  outbreak  of  World  War  1, 
returned  to  Rocky  Mount  and  accepted  the  job  of 
payroll  clerk  for  A.  C.  L. ;  in  1921  began  teaching 
math,  in  Rocky  Mount  High  School — quote  "I  have 
been  teaching  here  ever  since,  and  I  still  love  it." 


MRS.  MARGARET  R.  THIGPEN 

Graduated  from  Tarboro  Female  Academy  at 
16;  private  lessons  under  Superintendent  F.  S. 
Wilkinson;  taught  in  a  one-room  country  school 
near  Tarboro;  resumed  her  study  at  N.  C.  C.  W.  in 
1904  (then  called  State'  Normal  and  Industrial 
College)  ;  upon  graduation  in  1908,  taught  at 
different  intei-vals  in  the  high  schools  of  Graham, 
Tarboro  and  Rocky  Mount;  married  in  1911  and 
later  spent  two  years  in  Arizona;  returned  to  North 
Carolina  and  lived  for  eight  years  in  Waynesville; 
upon  death  of  husband  in  1921  returned  to  Rocky 
Mount  and  resumed  teaching.  In  her  own  words  she 
says,  "For  twenty  seven  years  I  have  had  the  happy 
(most  of  the  time)  privilege  of  trying  to  instil  in
